
For over, seventy years the phrase "Red. Seal" has been synonymous 
with high celebrity status in relation to performers in the field of 
serious music, both vocal and instrumental. The Victor Talking Machine 
Company adopted the red label from its English affiliate, The Gramo- 
phone and Typewriter Co., Ltd. in 1903. Columbia Victor's chief 

competitor in this country followed suit cautiously in 19 0 6 , more con- 
fidently from 1910 on, with its own celebrity listing, employing a tri- 
color label; but its attempt to rival Victor in this exalted category 
may be briefly described as Too Little and Too Late. 

However, an appreciable number of Columbia recording artists were 
unquestionably of Red Seal calibre (quite apart from the desperately 
exaggerated claims so frequently encountered in the Columbia catalogue); 
but all too many record collectors had become so conditioned to the red 
label as the sole guarantor of quality that many excellent singers and 
instrumentalists who recorded only for Columbia were either undervalued 
or virtually overlooked. 

One of several outstanding vocalists who come readily to mind was 
Louis Graveure. Born Wilfrid Douthit (London, 1888), he achieved his 
first success in the English operetta The Li la c D o m i no . After a re- 
spectable London run, the production was brought to New. York in the fall 
of 1914* If was only moderately successful, but the 2o-year-old Douthit 
scored a decided hit, being credited by the Hew York Tim es with "a 
splendid baritone voice of great range." 

The engagement ended, Douthit dropped out of sight for several 
months, then re-emerged at the outset of the 1915-1917 season as a con- 
cert singer under the name of Louis Graveure (adopting his mother's 
maiden name), his rather unimpressive appearance reinforced by a. 

Van Tirpitz beard (the two-pronged variety named after its most illus- 
trative nearer, the Admiral of Wilhelm II 's U-boat fleet). 

Graveure was once again an ' immediate sensation, and for more. than 
a decade thereafter enjoyed a unique prominence among concert artists. 
After his recital .de.but , the Ti me s commented on his "powerful voice that 
can thrill and impress by its virility, both in the lower range ana in 
its pealing high notes." Another Hew York critic pronounced him one ^ 
of the great singers of the day," with "a glorious voice of wide range 
and "every nicety in the use of it... a great store of genuine feeling, 

and beyond all this, he is such an enchanter with his musicianship that 

the effect of his singing is hypnotic." 

In 1928 at the age- of forty, Graveure sprang a double surprise on 
the musical world by reappearing, after a few month's preparation in. 

secret, as a clean-shaven tenor. He made a triumphal tour of the Uni e 

States during the 1928-29 season; the writer of these lines was priv- 
ileged to hear one of the recitals and was duly impressed by Graveure s

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entirely successful transition to. the higher range. Among several note- 
v/ or thy feats on that occasion vias the singer’s complete mastery of the 
messe-di-voco (note taken softly, swelled out to forte, then diminished 
to piano) as applied to the high C in "Salut, dcneure" fron Faust, and 
the lusty abandon of his "La donna o mobile," sung as one of several 
enc ores . 

At 45 » Graveure embarked on yet another phase of his fabulous 
career , singing at the Berlin Opera from 1931 to 1938 . As the Nazi re- 
gime grew increasingly oppressive, he transferred his activities to 
France from 1938 to 194 0, then to his native England fron 1940 to 1947 . 

He then returned to the United States and settled in California where 
he conducted master classes for advanced voice pupils. Unhappily, his 
farewell recital (Town. Hall NY, 1943) seems to have been little short 
of disastrous, as at sixty he was loft with only a shred of voice for 
which even his superb technique could not compensate. He continued to 
teach until shortly before his death (San Francisco, 1965 ).

Graveure recorded exclusively for Columbia (1915-24 as a baritone; 
from 1929 as a tenor), which accounts for his being less of a household 
word than any number of inferior singers whose reputations were greatly 

enhanced not to say overblown through the kudos conferred by the 

Victor Hod Seal. 

As Columbia celebrity discs were issued in far loss volume tho .11 
their Victor counterparts, too many of them arc rarities today. Even 
Graveure' s fine electricals turn up only occasionally; when found, they 
can all be recommended.
